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EUROSLOT received many 
complaints at the JAMMA show 
about the quality and quantity of 
PCBs on offer. | can’t count the 
number of people who approached 
us with the same gripes. 

Firstly they complained about the 
lack of choice of PCBs at an 
exhibition where there was barely a 
handful of boards which would 
produce decent results in the cash 
box. “What the manufacturers don’t 
seem to comprehend is that not 
everyone can purchase the big 
sophisticated simulators,” we were 
told by countless operators/ 
distributors who were looking for a 
wider variety of games to fill their 
arcades. And something they could 
afford. 

At last year’s JAMMA show there 
were far more PCBs which at least 
gave the smaller site owners a 
chance but this year the exhibition 
floor was awash with hi-tech 
simulators at the expense it seemed 
of the PCB. The simulators 
undoubtedly made an impressive 
sight and any major arcade or 
leisure outlet would love to be 
graced with the presence of one or 
more of them. But even those 
arcade owners who can afford them 
know that it takes more than a 
simulator to create an arcade. There 
has to be much, much more variety 
as back-up to the major pieces. 

And so, | would like to make an 
urgent plea to the video game 
manufacturers on behalf of the many

thousands of smaller businesses 
who form the hard core of this 
industry worldwide; for the people 
who simply do not have the 
resources to join the simulator 
superleague but who are good 
steady customers of game 
manufacturers in terms of PCBs. 
Can we please see a more prolific 
crop of good quality PCBs coming 
from Japan in order to keep the 
industry healthy across the full 
spectrum from the major players 
right through to the small bar 
owners? Remember that variety is 
not only the spice of life, it’s also the 
life blood of this industry. 

And while on the subject of PCBs 
there is of course that other issue 
which keeps rearing its ugly head. 
Copies. It is an obvious conclusion 
to form that by cutting back on the 
number of PCBs produced, the 
manufacturers are also cutting back 
on the copies. But at the JAMMA 
show a number of influential 
members of the international coin-op 
industry put the problem right back 
at the feet of the manufacturers. The 
philosophy put to us was that if the 
games were properly tested in a 


variety of countries before release 
then there would be far fewer “dogs” 
on the market. 

If an expensive new game is not 
adequately tested before release 
and dies early then operators are not 
getting a fair return from their 
investment and cannot immediately 
re-invest in new equipment so, to 
keep themselves afloat while they 
wait for the next Street Fighter Il, 
they resort to buying copies. 

EuroSlot does not condone the 
sale of copies in any way but 
perhaps the manufacturers could 
help their battle against the copying 
evil by pouring more resources into 
the testing of games in each 
continent. No-one could be naive 
enough to believe that this would put 
an end to copying but it may go 
some way in the right direction. It 
cannot be right to create an elitist 
market in which only those people 
who can afford expensive dedicated 
equipment can participate. 

By providing a more prolific supply 
of top-quality PCBs the manufac- 
turers will help their own cause and 
gain even more respect from the 
industry worldwide.

CL] GERMANY 


MAJOR German manufacturer of 
payout machines and juke boxes, 
NSM, has announced that its 
workforce has been put on short time 
until the end of the year. 

An official statement from NSM to 
EuroSlot read as follows: “In May of 
this year the NSM AG presented 
1991 as its best business year in the 

history of the company at its annual 
press conference. Now, NSM is the 
second of the three big coin-op 
manufacturers (in Germany) to 
announce short time work, most likely 
until the end of the year. 
Manufacturing of payout machines 
and juke boxes is affected by this 
move and NSM’s turnover goals for 
1992 will not be met.” 

The board of directors said there 
are problems with the primary export 
juke box markets of the United States 
and Great Britain. US exports are 
affected by the weak dollar and Great 
Britain’s recession has been 
weakening the economy overall and 
the coin-op industry in particular. 

The statement added that the 
reticence of buying the most 
important product, the payout 
machine, was brought about by good 
weather this summer, the increased 
tax load (“amusement tax”) which is 
endangering profitability and, 
particularly, the uncertainty of the 
legal situation in Germany. Operators 
are urgently awaiting an increase in 
the legally set price and maximum 
win per play. 

The board of NSM is counting on 
significant help from politicians and 
fiscal authorities which will allow the 
industry a legal framework to restore 
profitability for the future. Decisions 
are awaited within the next couple of 
months.

WILLIAMS Electronics Games Inc. of 
Chicago has launched the Fish Tails 
pinball featuring new opto-flipper 
button switch and computer type 
electrical line cord sets.

Stop press ... 


@ CHANGES in machine operation are expected to take place in 
Spain before the end of this year. This involves: 10,000 pesetas 
maximum jackpot for AWPs (currently 7,500); 20 credits accumulation 
to play (now 9); four changes of machines in bars (now only one per 
annum); five seconds average time per play (now three seconds). 
Other changes are more technical than effective and concern the 
decision of the Spanish Supreme Court which cancelled some articles 
of the 1990 Gaming Act. 


@ THE improvement in business relations between mainland China 
and the Republic of China (Taiwan) continues despite their respective 
arms build-up. Taiwanese companies are investing heavily in mainland 
industry and, according to informed sources, no fewer than 12 
Taiwanese amusement companies have opened arcades in mainland 
cities. . 


@ IGT EUROPE is speeding up its bid to enter the video lottery market 
in Europe by setting up a demonstration system in the company’s 
Hoofddorp, Netherlands’ headquarters. General Manager for IGT 
Europe, Ronald Reiland, claims that he is continually being 
approached by European legislators for information on video lottery 
systems and that much of this interest is coming from eastern Europe. 
IGT has appointed a lotteries expert who will be permanently based in 
Europe to act in an advisory capacity. 


@ A NEW chain of redemption and video centres is opening in Hong 
Kong. Singapore’s Ken Air Fun World has opened its first Fun World 
arcade in the giant Metro Plaza tower block and shopping complex at 
Kwai Fong, New Territories in a joint venture with Hung Kai Properties, 
Hong Kong. Another is planned at Chi Fu. 


@ THE UK national lottery will be back in the limelight at the beginning 
of November when the government publishes the Lottery Bill. And 
aiming to grab a slice of the action is Bass Leisure which has set up a 
“Lottery Task Force” to formulate a plan of action prior to making an 
Official bid to run the scheme, probably as part of a consortium. 
Heading the task force is BL’s commercial director Roger Withers, who 
is also Managing Director of the UK’s largest machine operator, BLMS. 
Former UK cabinet minister Colin Moynihan has been taken on board 
as consultant. 


@ WHY were there noticeably more Malaysian people at the JAMMA 
show this year? One reason, according to informed sources, was that 
while four distributors in Malaysia usually share the Capcom line, the 
SFIl Champion Edition rights were given exclusively to distributor 
Boon Aun, in return, we understand for a 2,000 piece order. Everyone 
else was in Tokyo therefore to try to upstage each other . . . 


@ IMA show organisers, Blenheim Heckmann in Germany report that 
22,000 sq.m. of floor space has already been rented out for the show 
to be held in Frankfurt from January 27-30, with a proportion of this 
being taken by new exhibitors. 


@ EUROMAT has extended its executive committee with the addition 
of two new members: Kaj Harders of Denmark and Hans Rosenzweig 
of Germany. The appointments were made during Euromat’s 
half-yearly general meeting held in Florence on September 18. The 
meeting also voted the Greek trade association, known as the 
Panhellenic Union of Billiard and Arcade Owners, onto Euromat. 


@ ASSOCIATED Leisure, UK has appointed Mike Hume as director of 
information technology. Mr. Hume’s hobbies are “anything for a 
héalthy mind and body”. 


@ TWENTY TWO nations will participate in NSM’s European Pool and 
Darts Championships to be held at The Dome, Doncaster, UK to be 
held from October 23 to 25. 


@ A NEW international exhibition for the theme park and amusements 
industry l|ALTEX (international Amusement Leisure and Theme Park 
Expo) is to take place from May 11-13, 1993 at Thorpe Park, a major 
theme park situated on the outskirts of London. The show is expected 
to fill a minimum of 10,000 sq.m. with indoor booth exhibitors, outdoor 
ride displays and water product demonstrations. The show organiser is 
the exhibition division of the World's Fair, publishers of EuroSlot, Coin 
Slot and Park World, the leading international theme park publication.

CIHAN KACAR, press consultant to 
the Turkish coin machine association, 
Elekronic ve Mekanik Bilgisayar 
Oyuniari in Istanbul (Fax: 
+90-1-270-14-86) has asked 
EuroSlot to lay the plight of the 
Turkish market before the 
international coin machine industry. 
He says that there are thousands of 
machines waiting in customs 
because of the import ban on games. 
Arcades obtained licences in Turkey 
based on legislation passed in 1985 
and the government’s sudden 
decision to ban the machines has not 
only closed down the business in 
Turkey but affected German, 
Japanese, Italian, British and French 
companies which were selling vast 
quantities of merchandise to the 
Turks. 

Says Mr. Kacar, “If the amusement 
sector is allowed to close down 
permanently it will affect the business 
of many international companies; 
those who have machines stuck in 
customs; those already doing 
business in Turkey and those who 
had planned to enter our market. 
What has the industry done wrong? 
We were working within the law.” Mr. 
Kacar added that the Turkish trade 
association would welcome any 
advice or foreign intervention which 
may help their cause. 


@ LATE EXTRA 


NSM has pulled out of IMA. Following 
revelations on this page of workers 
going onto short-time at NSM, the 
company has just announced that it 
has cancelled its stand at next year’s 
IMA in January. 

Because of the excessive costs of 
taking space at exhibitions, NSM has 
been pleading with IMA for some time 
to run the show in Frankfurt every two 
years. NSM now believes that it 
cannot justify spending millions of DM 
on IMA in the current political and 
economic situation, which has 
resulted in the two largest 
manufacturers (NSM_= and 
Gauselmann), going on short-time. 
NSM Managing Director Ullrich D. 
Schulze said that the majority of 
business conducted at IMA is made 
up of advance bookings which does 
not balance the costs. 

NSM still plans to attend the ATEI 
in London.

The majority go into operations 
in Latvia but the company is now 
Starting to market heavily in 
Russia and other CIS countries 
with several sales already 
recorded in Russia and 
Kazachstan.

Konstantin Makarov of Mikonix 
told us that liberalisation in Latvia 
in all walks of life included the 
gambling business.

GERMANY 


One in four 
play lottery 


ALMOST one in four West 
Germans aged between 28 and 
40 spends DM1,392 a year on 
the weekly lottery. People in that 
same age group spend less on 
holidays (DM1,357). 

Research on the extent of 
popularity of the lottery was 
carried out by Professor Alphons 
Silbermann, possibly the most

famous sociologist in Germany, 
and revealed the importance of 
the need to gamble with money 
for money. 

One in two West Germans up 
to the age of 40 play the lottery, 
tote or racing quintette 
occasionally. Only one in- 10 
however gambles in a casino. 
The regular lottery player takes 
an average of DM116 every 
month to lottery agencies. 
However the really thrifty 
gamblers, who spend an average 
of DM38 per month, are those 
who play machines in pubs and 
arcades. Eight per cent of those 
who gamble in more than one 
form, spend the same amount on 
average as the weekly lottery 
player.

AUSTRIA 
Misgivings 
over law 


THE federal government of 
Austria has complained of 
constitutional misgivings on the 
new Upper Austrian Gaming 
Machine Law passed by the state 
council on July 1 which effectively 
prohibits all gambling machines.

He 
pointed out that the election was 
expected to result in a new crop 
of members for the House, as 
many as 140 of the 400 members 
being replaced, so the industry 
had to wait for them to arrive and 
then go to work on them. “We 
know that we need this coin 
desperately,” he added.

Trembling 
gambling— 
Polders

BERNARD Polders, secretary for 
the Board for Casino Games in 
the Netherlands, has referred to 
the “trembling” image of 
gambling in the current changing 
climate worldwide but particularly 
in Europe due to the interest 
shown in the sector by the 
European Commission. 


“The gaming world is in 
motion,” he said in an 
introduction to the recent 
International Gaming Law 
Seminar in Amsterdam which 
included an audience 50 per cent 
US based, 40 per cent European 
and 10 per cent from the rest of 
the world. He said that for years 
Europe had developed on a 
relatively quiet basis in a growing 
market with new casinos and, 
gradually, more sophisticated slot 
machines coming into operation. 


But in the last decade Europe 
had become the stage for fast 
moving scenes: completely new 
gaming markets had arisen from 
eastern Europe; Scandinavian 
countries had cracked the door 
ajar to casinos and slots; Spain 
had seen spectacular growth in 
gaming results with Spaniards 
perhaps now the biggest 
gamblers in the world and in 
recent years France has allowed 
slots in a few casinos. 


On the EC he said that the 
regulators from the 12 member 


countries “explicitly” voiced 
negative reactions towards active 
harmonisation of gaming 
regulation, but asked: “What will 
happen if European law and 
especially the spirit of that law is 
used as a yardstick towards 
national gaming regulations. Are 
closed national lottery markets 
against the spirit of the European 
law or can they be considered as 
an acceptable exception to the 
single market idea? If national 
considerations win this 
discussion, what about 
multinational companies, 
organisations or interest? Is it the 
European spirit to stop 
multinational and_ international 
developments within Europe?” 


The answers to these 
questions will unfold when the EC 
makes its official statement on 
the gaming sector in the near 
future.

FRENCH manufacturer Bonzini 
has produced a new mini-football 
game for one or two players 
called Eurobut. The player is 
challenged to control the ball and 
shoot in a one-player mode or for 
two players the second player 
can control the goalkeeper.

Gaming 
Board on 
the way 


A BILL has been submitted to the 
Dutch Lower House of 
Parliament proposing a Gaming 
Board for Holland, a move 
backed by Under-Secretary for 
Justice, Aad Kosto. 

The creation of a Gaming 
Board will give the Ministry of 
Justice more opportunity to 
spend time co-ordinating the 
gaming sector in_ the 
Netherlands. 

The submission of the Bill is in 
compliance with one of the 
recommendations made by the 
Haars Committee which 
presented its final report on Equal 
Opportunities to the Under 
Secretary in Mé ch this year. 

The report is a thorough 
analysis of the gaming sector in 
the Netherlands and pinpoints 
future developments such as 
European integration which could 
affect Dutch gaming policy. The 
committee recommended setting 
up a Gaming Board to supervise 
and provide advice in order to 
promote harmonisation and 
co-ordination at a European 
level. 

One of the new Gaming 
Board’s tasks will involve 
advising on and enforcing the 
Gaming Act and issuing licences 
for large lotteries. The Board will 
make recommendations to the 
Ministry of Justice and other 
relevant ministers. 

The Board’s supervisory task 
will include safeguarding the 
social aspects of the gaming 
market and making 
recommendations to promote the 
co-ordination of gambling while

liaising with companies offering 
games of chance. 

Independent members of the 
gaming world are being invited to 
sit on the Board along with official 
advisor-members nominated by 
ministers.

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HE Addams Family pinball has topped 25,000 

sales according to popular rumour. That would 

make it the biggest seller in modern pinball 
history, even outstripping Bally’s 8 Ball which in 1971 
sold over 20,000 units. 


We say “modern pinball history” because it may be 
that if we go back as far as the original pinball, Bally’s 
Ballyhoo in the 1930s, that may have outsold every and 
anything. But the success of Addams Family cannot be 
understated. 


A one-off? A blip in the downward trends? After all, 
the world’s coin machine business is talking recession 
and everything is apparently bad everywhere. Not at ail. 

Talk to Williams/Bally Sales Vice-President Joe Dillon, 
and he says: “South America is up five-fold, the Pacific 
Rim 60 per cent and England ten-fold!” | He means 
Britain, of course. | ; 


But the point is firmly driven home and reinforced by 
Gary Stern at Data East pinball and by Gil Pollock at 
Gottlieb/Premier. All of the pinball manufacturers seem to 
be—to a degree—immune from the horrors hitting the 
other sectors of the industry. “A degree” may indicate 
that they are suffering in those markets where business 
is bad, but for unique reasons, the pinball manufacturers 
are enjoying a boom in hitherto uncharted territories and 
this is more than making up for the bad patches. 

South America always had a problem, apparently, in 
that hard currency was hard to find. It would appear that 
this is no longer the case and the spreading of the coin 
machine word, via the influence of the American 
manufacturers, through Mexico and south, is paying off. 
These areas were always the poor relations of the 
business, with a little local assembly work-on video 
games and precious little else. The expansion of the 
industry in South America is obviously taking place 
primarily in the video games field, largely through 
universal cabinets and largely with PCBs and therefore 
largely with copies. Nevertheless, the coin machine 
“word” is spreading. Pinball is going in on the coat tails of 
the video game, but still going in strongly and sales are 
booming in Brazil and Argentina predominantly. 

A similar picture is emerging in “the Pacific Rim’, a 
vogue term which is also a vague term. Japan is seeing 
precious little of the pinball and at the last show (AOU in 
February at the time of writing) only one stand had any 
pinball on it. Australia is doing well and so is New 
Zealand and if the manufacturers are picking up bits and 
pieces from other territories in that region then it may 
well explain Joe Dillon’s expression of confidence. 

Britain is quite true. It has expanded tenfold in the past

year. This is for reasons peculiar to Britain. In brief, the 
market never had more than 7,500 pinball machines in 
any case, primarily because British law insists that they 
are gambling machines. The amusement with prizes 
machines (slots) in pubs are having a hard time for one 
reason or another and the net effect is that the big 
breweries, who own most of the pubs, have been 
encouraged to try pinball by the operators. They find that 
in some sites, pinball does work in pubs. 

The reasons are that they attract a different player 
than an AWP machine so they can stand side-by-side in 
a pub and not “fight” each other. Pinball is now electronic 
and therefore more reliable (the old electro-mechanical 
games would have too much downtime for a site without 
a technician) and the returns are good. A pinball in a top 
location in the UK earns $350 a week in revenue and 
(because it is a gambling machine and cannot be 
operated on shares, only on rents) attracts a rent of 
around $100 a week. 

The result of all of that is a doubling of the UK market 
in a year. Four thousand Bally/Williams games have 
gone into the market, 2,500 Data East and 1,000 
Premier and the operators are demanding the games at 
a rate faster than the manufacturers can supply. 

Another reason for the uplift in pinball sales throughout 
world markets is the steadily improving quality of the 
games themselves. They have shown a pronounced 
improvement for 10 years and have survived the near- 
annihilation dealt to pinball by the video game in its 
heyday. Pinball has bounced back, if the pun can be 
excused, and the quality of the games, the presentation 
of the game and the innovation built into them has been 
a tribute to the manufacturers’ art. The present crop of 
Addams Family being replaced by Black Rose and Fish 
Tales, of Super Mario Brothers from Premier and of 
Death Wish 3 from Data East is the pinnacle of 
achievement and yet we know that they will be 
surpassed so the potential is there for still greater 
expansion. 

Indeed, all of the foregoing might suggest that when 
we last looked closely at pinball (July 1991) we were 
appropriately forecasting some positive movement in the 
market. Looking back at that article, headed “Cinderella 
Comes into the Warm”, it described the pinball as “used 
and abused, unreasonably legislated against, ignored at 
the peak of its quality and yet it probably has more purist 
devotees among players than any other form of coin- 
operated entertainment.” We went on to suggest that the 
worm might be turning for pinball. 

It appears we might have been right. There are 
legislative signs around the world of a more kindly eye 
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on the pinball game and it is certainly no longer ignored at the 
peak of its quality. Sales are up, it has overcome the threat of the 
video game and indeed, appears to be stronger now than at any 
time in the past 10 years. 

Numbers remain difficult to assess. The experts continue to 
differ wildly in their opinions, but our thoughts still hover around 
the 450,000 to 500,000 games world-wide. Game life is 
stretching slightly to over six years and now nearer seven to nine 
as opposed to six to eight years in 1991. This is due to still greater 
degrees of reliability being built into the games and improvements 
to the durability of the playfield - the element in a pinball which 
tends to wear out first. 

There is general agreement on the improvement in the market 
place at around 35 per cent over a five-year period which would be 
enormously assisted if some simple measures were adopted in the 
largest market of them all, the US. That market still struggles with the 
mental block of 25c. play. Many attempts to wean the player off the 
quarter and on to 50c. play have either been stillborn or have been 
temporary flirtations only. Player resistance coupled with problems with 
coinage denomination and with coin handling have combined to stand in 
the way of progress. 

Not just the pinball industry, all parts of the coin machine business in 
the US have complained and campaigned for years to get a Dollar coin. 
The Susan Anthony Dollar coin of a few years ago proved to be a 
hiccup of incalculable harm because it was totally unsuitable and totally 
unloved and set too many minds against the theory of a Dollar coin. 
There are signs that this is being overcome by a great deal of pressure 
by the trade and its supporters, but with the best will in the world, a new 
coin would take two years to appear if it was approved today. 

In the meantime, the manufacturers of pinball report that while some 
increase in the incidence of 50c. play is evident, 25c. remains firmly the 
norm. Abill acceptor door is also available and being 
tentatively looked at by operators, but it adds to the 
expense and when you're only 25c. a play, that kind of 
investment takes some courage to adopt. 

Elsewhere, minor changes can do a great deal to 
assist the market when there are only three 
manufacturers to enjoy the benefits. If the UK was to 
take pinball out of its gaming machine legislation, 
something which is not as improbable as once 
thought—it could provide another major boost. 
In Germany there is a struggle with payout machines’ 
viability which may have a similar effect if the east 
actually opens up. Eastern Europe, apparently, is slow 
for the pinball manufacturers and that is entirely 
predictable. The east is going through the 
necessary motions of a love/hate relationship 
with slot machines and it will be once those 
markets have either rejected slots altogether or 
legislated them into an acceptable guise, that 
secondary products like video and pinball will get 
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their turn. It does at least promise for the future. 

There are other factors in the revival. The video game 
is becoming too “samey” for the players and as video 
becomes more tired, so the players cast around for 
something new. If they are becoming increasingly more 
exposed to pinball, they will consider it new and for the 
first time find the undoubted pleasure in manoeuvring the 
ball around the playfield. Italy has moved from 100 lire 
play to 500 lire with an enormous improvement in 
popularity (that is a movement from 12c. to 60c.) and 
Spain is as much in love with pinball these days as it is in 
electronic darts games. France has always been a good 
pinball market, with Gottlieb a particular favourite 
although the spate of new distributorships there is also 
adding interest. 

Ten new games each year are being offered to the 
market place and they are all, virtually without exception, 
being subject to strong production runs. Bally/Williams 
has changed over to a “cell” system of manpower for its 
production line and is now working through the night; 
Gottlieb has stepped up production for its Mario pinball 
and Data East has taken on additional factory space. 

The latter company was an experiment by a Japanese 
video games company into totaly unknown territory. With 
pinball an unknown quantity in Japan they had to have 
considerable faith in the product and in their people. In 
the event they went for Gary Stern, with one of the most 
famous names in pinball. Gary himself has considerable 
experience at pinball production and his father, Sam, 
was one of the great pioneers. That experience was 
immediately evident for Gary set up the pinball factory in 
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Chicago while Data East’s American video game 
subsidiary was in California. But Gary was aiming at the 
pinball-experienced workforce in the Chicago area and, 
equally importantly, the network of small suppliers of 
pinball components. 

Both Williams and Premier have looked at the 
possibility of production in Europe at various times and 
no doubt Data East may have considered it with their 
production runs for Europe of late. The difficulty, as we 
understand it, is not of finding factories, workforce or 
financial incentives to open in different countries of 
Europe. It is more one of components. A simple 
bracket bought from a traditional pinball component 
supplier in Chicago might cost 80 cents, but to get a 
supplier in the UK, or Italy or Spain to gear up to making 
them could result in a unit cost of several times that 
amount. Otherwise, with all three companies registering 
at least 50 per cent exports in their production, the 
temptation to set up in Europe might be difficult to resist. 

There is, of course, a manufacturer here in Europe. 
The Spaniards and the Italians are the only real 
challengers to the American/Japanese pinball producers 
and their success has always been somewhat limited. 
Zaccaria in Italy was for a long time a significant 
producer in the 1970s and early 1980s, but they went out 
of the market place. In Spain there was Sonic, the 
Segasa subsidiary which has done little or no production 
of pinball since 1985. Only the Spanish Inder remains. 
The company has produced pinball for 25 years but still 
makes no more than 1,000 to 2,000 units each year, 
nearly all for sale within Spain. They make a simple 
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game which is nevertheless popular in Spain, which has 
perhaps 6,000 games in all. That market still imports 
one or two containers of American pinball of each model 
made but is showing distinct signs of improvement. 

Overall, the international market in pinball is worth as 
many as 50,000 units each year but that figure is 
increasing. If Bally/Williams can produce 300 units each 
day under its new production system, then it alone can 
supply 70,000 units even with a five-day week and both 
Premier and Data East might have something to say 
about that. Bally/Williams may have over half the market, 
but if the reports of expansion are correct then the 
market is going to be worth at least 75,000 units in 1992 
and perhaps more in 1993, which suggests that all three 
manufacturers will look forward to continuing good days. 

Selling price may be giving the manufacturers a little 
more edge too these days. High shipping costs affect 
matters in Europe and elsewhere outside the North 
American continent, but at $4,000 one-off price for an 
Addams Family, a pinball game is not exactly cheap. The 
earning potential, however, may overcome that objection 
and the longevity will certainly be popular. Still more 
popular perhaps is its resale value which stays firmly up 
when AWPs, video games and just about everything else 
flops all too soon. The US price for a one-off pinball is 
nearer $3,500 to $4,000 which illustrates again the 
shipping costs and why the manufacturers looked so 
long and hard at the possibility of European production. 
Bally pinball production, of course, was a fact in 
Germany for some years. 

Technology is of course never still. There are more 
and more SMART programs although the mechanical 
side of the pinball moves more slowly. The product does 
not suffer from a copying problem as its video game 
cousin does. A manufacturer works on a pinball design 
for six months. To copy it would be a major undertaking 
and would perhaps involve 90 days to adequately copy, 
by which time a new model would be out. The 
investment in facilities is also enormous and a major 
deterrent to would-be copiers. The recent use of 
licensing to bring a big movie or TV theme to a pinball 
game would also cause the copier some difficulties. This 
has been a major involvement for all of the 
manufacturers but at the end of the day, a good game is 
a good game and a Fish Tales with a model fish wagging 
its tail on the top of a backflash is just as much a novelty 
draw as Arnold Schwarzenegger's chiselled features and 
mocking voice. If you have a good game, however, a 
licence will help it still more. 

The changes on the way? Who knows? Anyone who 
can have a fish wag its tail at you is capable of anything. 
We are still waiting for Data East to go for it with the 
game they had in research and development two years

ago when we were there—a kind of “Siamese twin” 
pinball with two bodies and one big backflash. Now 
there’s an attraction in an arcade!

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IN the past Mexico could have 
been viewed as a classic example 
of a country trying to keep up with 
American-style principles and 
ideals but not quite achieving it. 
Today that situation tends to 
persist, but there are signs that 
things are changing—and the 
country’s coin machine industry is 
going with the flow. 


There are many countries which 
mirror Mexico’s predicament, all 
because the “American system” is 
viewed with a great deal of 
respect and not a little awe. The 
trouble is, to make “The Dream” 
work, you have to have a stable 
government backed by a sensible 
legislative environment and a well- 
developed infrastructure. That in turn leads to a well- 
organised society, and in theory at least, a prosperous 
economy. As far as Mexico is concerned, these things 
are only just beginning to emerge on a distant horizon. 


A sizeable proportion of the 80 million or so 
Mexicans are very prosperous, and are becoming 
more so as the economy improves. A much larger 
proportion live in abject poverty, in bulging cities of up 
to 20 million people. For many it’s quite simply a case 
of survival of the fittest in a society which has more 
than its fair share of corruption and where laws of all 
persuasions are frequently bent and often broken. 


All of this has an important bearing on the way 
Mexico’s coin machine industry is structured—or 
perhaps more to the point, isn’t structured. The 
absence of copyright laws for one thing has turned 
Mexico into one of the biggest recipients of copy 
boards in the world. Best estimates from those 
involved in the Mexican industry are that 90 per cent of 
the 500,000 video games in operation are copies. As a 
typical Mexican operator may have once said: “They’re 
cheap to buy amigo, so who cares about the quality.” 


As you might have guessed, Mexico is not hot when 
it comes to coin machine legislation. There isn’t any, 
except the decree which makes most forms of 
gambling illegal. There are no payout machines and no 
casinos, which is perhaps to be expected in a deeply 
religious and highly moral country. It’s just a pity that 
morality doesn’t extend to copyright. 


Up until about four years ago the industry was about 
as grey as it came. To legitimate producers of games it 
probably represented the blackest of black markets. 
Not only were copies almost completely dominant, 
import duties turned exporting to Mexico into a bad 
dream of considerable proportions. 


So what's changed? The style of government for one 
thing. Carlos Salinas de Gortari has been President for 
almost four years. He has denationalised the banking 
system and investment and confidence are generally 
on the up—as has been said, it all hinges on creating

the right conditions in which to do 
business. 


The coin machine industry has 
also benefited from a relaxation of 
import controls, which ultimately 
could manifest itself into a free 
trade agreement involving the US, 
Mexico and Canada. Already 
import duties have been relaxed, 
down from 20 per cent to a nice 
round zero. 


The agreement will be highly 
significant for both the Mexican 
industry itself and those who 
supply it. Original games will be 
cheaper to buy which in turn will 
encourage a greater proportion of 
operators to invest in original 
equipment, improving the industry's image both 
domestically and abroad. 


American manufacturers have inevitably been prime 
movers in advocating the dismantling of trade 
restrictions, a commitment which has manifested itself 
in the Latin American Amusement Machine Show 
which was held in Mexico City for the fourth time in 
July. The growth of the show from six companies in its 
first year to 125 in 1992 is an indication of how keen 
the Americans are to open up new opportunities in 
neighbouring countries. It also illustrates how the 
Mexican market is beginning to clean up its act. Five 
years ago anyone found trying to sell a legitimate PCB 
would have had his sanity questioned by the locals. 


So what about some facts and figures. Only 10 per 
cent of the video games in operation are originals, and 
most of them have been supplied by distributor Mexel 
which has a virtual monopoly on the legitimate games 
market. Of that 10 per cent, over three quarters are 
dedicated pieces. Price of play varies between about 
300 and 1,000 pesos (10-40 cents) depending on the 
age and quality of the game. Most arcade operators 
prefer to use a token system rather than direct cash 
input. 


Juke boxes and kiddie rides come a distant second 
in terms of the volume of units in operation with about 
30,000 apiece. As far as juke boxes are concerned 
however, investment in new equipment is very limited 
with many boxes up to 20 years old still in use. 


Nevertheless, some juke box manufacturers are 
making tentative inroads into the market with CD, 
notably NSM and Rowe Ami, with the result that about 
10 per cent of the total number of jukes are CD based. 
Price of play on a typical vinyl box would be about 
1,000 pesos (40 cents) for two records, with CD 
commanding 1,000 pesos for one track. A “good” 
location earns up to $1,000 per month. 


Redemption games have the next biggest slice of 
the market, although numbers pale almost into 
insignificance when compared to the volume of video 
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MEXEL is the dominant force in 
the Mexican coin machine market 
for one prime reason—it decided 
to take on the establishment. 

The company was founded 10 
years ago by Alberto Shemaria 
and his two sons Moises and 
Jacobo, beginning in a very 
modest way with a 15-piece 
arcade which gradually increased 
in size to accommodate around 70 
machines. It was a mere four 
years ago that Jacob identified a 
niche in the market for cranes, and 
established the distribution 
company on the back of the sale of 
2,000 units. The ball started rolling 
faster in 1990 when the company 
took on the distributorship for 
Nintendo’s PlayChoice system, 
selling 1,400 machines in that 
year. 

Other manufacturers soon 
became aware of the progress 
Mexel 
company gradually took on the 
rights to most of the major video 
game producers. Apart from 
Nintendo, the company now 
represents Atari, Capcom, 
Dynamo, Fabtek, Konami, Namco, 
Sega, Williams, Bally Midway, 
lrem, Jaleco, Romstar, Taito and 
Technos. It also distributes the 
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rides of Kiddie Rides USA. 

It has been a rapid rise to fame 
and fortune for the Guadalajara- 
based company but it only 
happened because Jacob believed 
the time was right to change the 
face of the industry by taking the 
“illegitimate” market head on. 
“Everyone thought we were crazy 
when we took on Nintendo. People 
said we would not be able to 
compete with the prices of copy 
boards. We can’t, but we can offer 
games of vastly superior quality 
and back them up with guarantees 
and good service. Our decisions 
have been vindicated by the fact 
that the number of copy boards in 
circulation have started to 
decrease. Our objective is to 
improve the image of the Mexican 
industry both domestically and 
abroad. In Mexico the industry has 
a very poor image in the eyes of 
the public but if the business is to 
progress we must change that.” 

One of the vehicles for change 
is Mexel’s chain of 55 arcades 
marketed under the Diversiones 
Moy Label which can be found in 
25 cities throughout Mexico. Only 
eight, however, are owner 
operated, the rest are franchises. 
Jacob adds: “We sold the first 
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franchise in 1990 and the chain 
has grown rapidly. It has proved to 
be a useful means of establishing 
the label quickly but at the same 
time ensuring we maintain the 
quality of the operation. We aim to 
have 200 arcades in operation 
under the franchise scheme by 
1985.” 

The arcade chain illustrates 
Mexel’s commitment to dragging 
the industry up by its boot straps to 
improve its credibility. Jacob 
Shemaria has also attempted to 
establish a national trade 
association but has had little 
Support. “The rest of the industry 
must understand that we have to 
change if the business is to have a 
long term future. When we have 
reached 100 arcades in the chain, 
then we will start to think of 
establishing an association again, 
even without the support of other 
companies.” 

But despite the problems, Jacob 
believes the Mexican industry 
does have a great future. “We are 
at last beginning to emulate the 
coin machine industry in the 
United States and that, at least, is 
a start. The future lies in a well- 
regulated business which can truly 
call itself legitimate. When we 
have achieved that, we can begin 
to make a contribution to the future 
prosperity of Mexico.” 


games, even if the majority of the latter are illegitimate! 
Mexel again saw the opportunity of introducing such 
equipment into Mexico, identifying a niche for games 
with a family fun appeal. It began by introducing 2,000 
cranes into the market in 1989, with only 200 being 
added to that figure since. The potential, however, is 
considerable, with more and more companies, many 
based in the US, now trying to break into the market. 
With no payout machines allowed, they see the future 
in family fun centres catering largely for the demands 
of children. 


Outside of the established fields of video, kiddie 
rides, juke boxes and to a lesser extent redemption, 
Mexico has yet to take on board the many other facets 
of the coin machine industry such as pool, electronic 
darts and even pinball. The latter is beginning to 
establish itself in arcades in a small way but even so, 
the numbers remain tiny. Four hundred pins in 
operation by the end of the year was the most 
optimistic forecast we received. Strictly speaking, pool 
as we know it, ie. the coin-operated version, hardly 
exists at all, thanks in part to the stigma which is 
apparently attached to the game in Mexico. Whether 
the situation will change in the future is difficult to 
determine, but if coin-operated pool is to succeed it will 
first have to overcome competition from the 20,000 
French-style pocketless Carom tables and 40,000+ 
Brunswick tables, all of which are provided as an 
amenity rather than used as a source of income. 


In effect, those wanting to establish coin-operated 
pool in Mexico are having to do so from scratch. US 
manufacturer Dynamo for example is planning to set 
up a chain of up-market pool centres. The company 
has already made some progress in the Mexican 
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market with another of its sports games, air hockey, 
which Mexel has been steadily introducing into 
arcades. 


Starting from scratch applies equally to suppliers of 
electronic darts—some aggressive marketing 
techniques will need to be used if the game is to 
become established, but there are those, such as 
Valley and Arachnid, who are willing to give it a try. 


No-one is under any illusion that it will be easy to 
break the stranglehold that video games have on the 
Mexican industry, but where there is no market, sales 
can only go one way. Just where the games will be 
sited is another matter. Only 20 per cent of video 
games are sited in arcades, and just one per cent in 
bars. The remainder are absorbed by a variety of 
miscellaneous locations from shops to cafes. 


Although there are no official statistics on any aspect 
of the coin machine industry in Mexico, trade experts 
believe there are about 1,500 arcades in the country 
(that is, locations with more than 10 machines), 600 of 
which are situated in Mexico City. Needless to say 
Mexel is the largest operator with 55, followed by 
Chispas with 40. 


Both companies typify a new breed of Mexican 
operator striving to improve standards and therefore 
the image of the industry both in the eyes of the public 
and the government. There will, however, need to be 
many more like them before the industry can safely 
say it has cast off its back street aura. Just how long 
the process of change will take remains to be seen, 
but the important thing is that the ball has started 
rolling. The Mexican industry has begun its 
metamorphosis.

EVEN international coin machine shows in 
one month may reasonably attract some 
criticism from the nucleus of 100 or so coin 
machine personalities who tend to “go to ‘em all”. While 
one must admire this intrepid band of foot-sloggers, one 
might also be forgiven for questioning the validity of all of 
those shows to all of those people. 

Some of the exhibitions are by self-analysis domestic 
events, but those companies with distributors throughout 
Europe might be expected to turn up to support those 
distributors and the new products they are entrusting to 
them. 

October 1992 might qualify for the most active month in 
coin machine history as far as exhibitions.are concerned. 
We hold back from pronouncing it certainly as the record 
month for shows because there’s always someone out 


there who will find that there were eight in November 1981 
or something. 

It begins with one of the world majors, the AMOA in 
Nashville, which co-incides with the small Swedish event 
in Stockholm. Both of those shows were previewed in our 
September issue as they are projected to open on 
October 1. 

But that still leaves five for the rest of October, all of 
them within Europe. 

Between the Associated Leisure Preview (London), 
Enada (Rome), EELEX (St. Petersburg), FER 
(Barcelona), and Norsk Automatmesse ’92 (Oslo), the 
European trade will see everything that is new on the 
market, launched either at the JAMMA show in August in 
Tokyo or at AMOA or somewhere in between. There is 
certainly no necessity to go to all of the shows, but for 
those who must, the second half of the month will be 
extremely wearing. As for the real validity of the shows, 
one must make the point: If there is no business there, 
people will not go and people will not exhibit, and then 
the organisers will drop the events. It’s as simple as that.

The Associated Leisure Preview is the first of the 
shows. to be held in the latter part of October. It runs for 
two days, October 14 and 15, at the Novotel at 
Hammersmith, which is on the Underground system with 
the hotel a five minute walk from the station. 

The show has been going for around 20 years and was 
originally intended as a stop-gap show in the autumn for 
those companies manufacturing arcade-type equipment. 
They naturally had a lull between the end of the summer 
season and the following Easter and they reasoned that a 
show in autumn would-help.them pull in a few orders to 
keep. them ticking over through the winter months. The 
show developed from’ there into’ a manufacturers’ 
exhibition covering all types of equipment. It is basically 
domestic in character, but generally attracts some visitors 
from France and. Holland. We understand from the 
organisers, Howard and Wikberg Associates, that after 
advertising in EuroSlot they had indications of visitors

year. The Associated Leisure 
Preview may carry the name of 
the big British operating and 
distribution company, but this is 
more of a historical thing. 
Howard and Wikberg, 
professional exhibition 
organisers, have run the show 
for more than 10 years now. It 
opens from 10.00 am to 6.00 
pm the first day and until 5.00 
pm on the second day. 

It's attendance is fairly static 
at around 3,000 visitors each 
year but the international 
flavour has risen from 200 
people to 400 in 1991. The 
number of exhibitors remains 
reasonably constant at just over 
the 50-mark. 

The Italian show overlaps 
with the AL Preview. The 
Esposizione Nazionale 
Apparecchi da Divertimento 
Autopmatici or Enada as it is 
abbreviated, literally translates 
as “National Exhibit of 
Entertainment Automatic 
Machines.” It is traditionally 
held in Rome and this year runs 
from Thursday, October 15 to 
Sunday, October 18 at the 
Rome Fairgrounds. The show 
opens on the first day from 
11.00 am to 7.00 pm then from 
9.30 am to 7.00 pm on the 
second and third days, and 
finally from 10.00 am to 3.00 pm 
on Sunday. 

The number of exhibitors has 
moved only slightly in recent 
years, curently standing at 80. 
Visitors run up to 4,500 with 
only around eight per cent from 
other countries. 

We understand that this year 
the major trend in the Italian 
business is pinball. Apparently 
the strength of the current 
products, coupled with a 
general “tiredness” of video 
games and the fact that pinball 
is new territory to youngsters, is 
giving the game a major boost. 

The show this year co-incides 
with the 30th anniversary of the 
founding of SAPAR, the Italian 
trade association and with the 
20th anniversary of the show 
itself. The trade association 
actually organises the 
exhibition. 

The scene then quickly 
transfers to two shows totally 
clashing, the first Russian 
show, EELEX in St. Petersburg, 
which is featured separately on 
adjoining pages of this issue,

Per 
Hagen has organised it on behalf of the association and 
has built it up from the humblest beginnings to a small, 
but neat and representative little exhibition which is 
probably an accurate representation of a compact but 
vibrant industry. 

In 1989 the event attracted just six exhibitors, nine the 
following year, 16 in 1991 and projections for 1992 so far 
Stand around 13. 

The market trends in Norway are interesting. The 
country does not have payout machines in the same way 
as other countries, but has the Knipsekasse games in 
considerable numbers which are more of a skill game. It 
has also gone into lotto machines in the past year or so, 
all of them owned by charities with professional 
operators running them on behalf of the owners. 

The lotto machines were, however, suspended earlier 
this year while the government makes up its mind on 
new laws to cover coin-operated gaming machines in 
Norway. No decision has yet been taken, which will tend 
to “mute” the Norwegian show a little in 1992. However, 
there is still a healthy market for video games, juke 
boxes and associated equipment. 

The event is always distinguished by a trade 
association dinner which has become one of the 
highlights of the show and this will be organised for the 
Saturday night, we understand, for NOAF members and 
for specially invited guests. 

The proof of the pudding, then, is in the eating, as they 
say. If all five shows are still there in 1993, then it must be 
because people have booked to take space again, 
because they think it is worth it. The yardstick is a simple 
one, but effective. 

Are there too many international coin machine shows? 
Only those who have to visit all of them will think so.

Eastern European Leisure Exhibition 


THE first coin machine exhibition to 
be held in Russia. In fact, it is not. A 
group of a dozen or so British 
manufacturers took a joint venture to 
Moscow as long ago as 1969. 
Thousands of Muscovites stood in 
lines which stretched several times 
around the exhibition building to get 
in to play the machines. 

The exhibitors came back full of 
hope, bearing a promise of business 
to follow. It never materialised. 

Those travelling to St. Petersburg 
next month will travel in considerably 
more hope and indeed, potentially 
far more certainty, of doing 
business. 

The Eastern European Leisure 
Exhibition runs from October 21 to 
23, at the Central Exhibition Hall in 
St. Petersburg. The exhibition is run 
by EuroSlot in conjunction with 
Unicom, Russia’s principal machine 
distribution company. 

There will be 57 exhibitors, among 
them some of the world’s principal 
coin machine manufacturing 
companies. Exhibits will range from 
major arcade centrepiece simulators 
to second-hand gaming machines. 
Four thousand Russian coin 
machine operators have been 
canvassed for attendees and 
additionally, advertising has been 
taken out in major Russian 
newspapers. 

Nevertheless, it is expected that 
visitors will have a very international 
character as companies around the 
world attend the show to take a look 
at not only what is happening right 
now in Russia and the 
Commonwealth of Independent 
States, but the potential of this vast, 
new market. 

New equipment will also be 


making a debut. TAB of Austria will 


show its new generation of bar top 
machines with high resolution VGA 
monitors, for example. IGT, with a 
newly-created subsidiary 
IGT-Europe b.v. in Holland, will 
show its range of Player’s Edge-Plus 
video poker machines and S-Plus 
reel-type slots.

TO RULE THE 


WORLD 
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T was rather as though the Japanese trade had 
told the world: “Come to Tokyo and get your brain 
reprogrammed for the way we have decided things 
are going to go.” 

So they did; lambs to the slaughter. And duly 
they had new chips put into their heads and now 
everything is going to be big dedicated pieces, whether 
you are in a big arcade or run video games in a pub. 

So we asked Hayao Nakayama, the incoming 
Chairman of JAMMA, whose show it was that opened at 
the Makuhari Messe.on the outskirts of Tokyo on August 
27, whether the move towards big pieces was a worldwide 
one. “Yes,” he said. “It will soread.” “But what of the small 
operator?” we asked. “He cannot afford these big, lavish 
video games.” “There will of course be room for the small 
operator and he will always find equipment to suit him.” 

Will he? In 12 months the Japanese show has gone 
from a PCB game oriented event to a dedicated event. 
Last year there were at least 50 PCB games available 
there. This year there were barely 20 and really only a 
dozen with anything like potential. Is it the natural result of 
Street-Fighter-itis? Anything else simply doesn’t sell, so 
are the manufacturers getting out of the kitchen when the 
heat’s too hot? Not according to our sources among the 
board salesmen—decent games, even half-decent games 
will find buyers. 

So what's happening out there? At the moment 
no-one’s hazarding a view; presumably hoping it is a 
coincidence, just a blip to prove that the exception can 


sometimes be the rule. And the big games are bigger and 
bigger and more and more expensive, as the 
manufacturers get tunnel vision and go for experience at 
the expense of simplicity. 

Mr. Nakayama even talked about the three-phase 
arcade, the small simple premises, the large arcade with 
simulators and the indoor amusement park or theme 
arcade full of hi-tech imagination and reality. 

lf that is what is happening, then it is probably 
happening rather too fast for some of the 
industry—perhaps 99 per cent of it. 

In the meantime, the new machines featured at the 
show are included in our “New Machines” pages and it 
remains here to comment on the changes at the JAMMA 
show this year. There were three principal ones: The date, 
the venue and the expansion to three days. 

Moving the show to August away fom its regular 
October spot was not always a popular one because half 
of Europe goes on holiday in August so at first it looked as 
though it was either going to mess up holidays or people 
simply wouldn’t go to Japan. Neither actually happened. 
Some did not go on holiday, some did not go to Japan but 
many did and some even used it as an excuse for a family 
holiday in Asia. 

But heat! Regardless of whether it was usual, Tokyo in 
August was a debilitating steam bath for those of us who 
are regular visitors in October or February (for AOU). 

The venue, the Makuhari Messe is a new purpose-built 
exhibition complex on the outskirts of the city (Narita side)

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and it is going to be a pain to get to if we all continue to 
Stop at the New Otani in town. In a cab we clocked $100. 
By train it is far less but infinite messing in stuffy 
confinement. The only solution is the new Prince Hotel 
about to open next door. We all have to make a conscious 
effort to ignore the New Otani and go and stay on the spot 
next year. The main reason for not doing so will be 
“because everyone is at the New Otani.” Which is why we 
must all stay at the Prince. 

Those two issues, the date and the venue were linked 
for JAMMA wanted to go to Makuhari (where the AOU 
show is held in spring) but August was the only available 
date. 

And the move to three days. Not popular. Three days is 
all right, but not when the new third day is used to permit 
the general public through the doors. Hordes of youths 
and schoolchildren being entertained on the stands of the 
exhibitors to free games may be someone’s idea of 
spreading the gospel of coin machines, but we would 
venture to suggest that all of those who voted for it were 
not on the stands enduring the chaos which drove 
everyone mad on the last day. Definitely one for the 
history books and not to be repeated. 

Otherwise the Tokyo show did everything to confirm 
once again that in terms of non-payout machines, the 
Japanese rule the world. Mr. Nakayama as part of the 
JAMMA delegation which met the two American trade 
associations, AMOA and AAMA in front of the trade press 
(for a short time until they invited us politely to leave so 
that they could get down to brass tacks) actually 
suggested to the AAMA (a manufacturers’ and 
distributors’ organisation) that there were not enough 
manufacturers on its board! If that isn’t telling you who’s 
boss, what is? 


The moment 


STREET Fighter Il Champion 
Edition is still selling well, so one 
would not expect another in the 
series (Street Fighter meets 
Lassie?) just yet. And, duly, there 
wasn't one at the JAMMA Show. 
Capcom was quite right to keep the 
pot boiling on its prime product for as 
long as sales hold up. But what's to 
follow? Can the same theme go on 
and on interminably? When the first 
Street Fighter came out plenty of 
people who apparently knew what 
they were talking about dismissed it 
with: “There’s too many martial arts 
games already.” 

The conclusion is that everyone 
THINKS they know, but don’t really. 
If they did, they’d all be millionaires. 

And we’re not millionaires so we 
can only speculate. But it is difficult 
to see yet more variations on the 
theme. Having said that, Midway’s 
Mortal Kombat is another martial 
arts-type game and coming after SF, 
SFIl and SFIICE, it still earned 
phenomenal money in initial site 
testing. 

Perhaps one of the Great Truths is

that martial arts games have 
become an industry standard as 
shooting games and driving games 
have done. 


Perhaps another of the Great 
Truths is that the degree of success 
of the SF series is the key to the 
severe cutback in the number of 
PCB games at Tokyo. So few PCBs 
have been able to live alongside the 
Capcom games that 
discouragement has set in. 
Whatever the reason, everyone's 
gone dedicated in Japan. 


Yet more Great Truths? OK. If 
everyone’s gone dedicated in 
Japan, they’re dedicated 
everywhere. In video games of 
whatever description, Japan rules, 
conclusively, indisputably, 
overwhelmingly with Midway as the 
One outpost of non-Japanese 
influence. So effectively, if Japan 
says we're going to re-shape the 
way the market thinks, acts, reacts, 
IS, then there’s nothing anyone can 
do about it except go along with it. 


The Great Truth for our Japanese 


friends is that they are going to have 
their work cut out to collect the 
benefits from their endeavours. It is 
all very well setting up a joint policing 
organisation in conjunction with the 
AAMA in the US, but that only looks 
after the US market. How do you 
control Europe, the second largest 
market for video games? How do 
you control South America, Mexico, 
the Pacific Rim, Africa, China? 
Throwing money at it is not 
necessarily a bad thing; after all, 
policing costs money so some 
investment is going to be necessary. 
But it may take a very, very great 
deal of money. 


Meantime when we hear that 
business leaders are sitting down in 
Taipei to talk intellectual copyright 
with their Taiwanese counterparts, 
then there is a glimmer of light in the 
darkness. 


Unless you are going to change 
the entire industry into a 
dedicated-only format, of course. 
And that might be the Greatest Truth 
of them all.

THE iron man of Sega takes the helm at the Japan 
Amusement Machine Manufacturers’ Association, 
arguably the most powerful trade association in the world 
and he immediately stamps a new and aggressive attitude

towards the key issues of the day. 


Hayao Nakayama, who took the 
giant American coin machine 
manufacturing company to the top of 
the heap, was hardly in 
compromising mood as he took his 
place with his JAMMA board 
colleagues on one side of an 
elaborate lunch table with their 
overseas guests during the JAMMA 
show. 


Outgoing Chairman, now 
Honorary President, Masaya 
Nakamura of Namco, did his usual 
uncompromisingly polite and 
welcoming address to the gathered 
representatives of the two American 
trade associations, the AMOA 
(operators) and the AAMA 
(manufacturers/distributors), as well 
as a European observer. 


Plain speaking 


But it was Mr. Nakayama who set 
the journalists’ pens scribbling when 
he made it plain who runs the 
business internationally—at least in 
the video games business. He 
expressed concern that the AAMA 
board has so few manufacturers 
among its members which rocked 
the visitors back on their heels. As 
most of the American manufacturers 
are Japanese-owned anyway, it was 
hardly unfair. But it was blunt, a point 
Mr. Nakayama, preparing for a 
following press conference, was 
quite open about. 


“I believe in plain speaking,” he 
said, displaying a total lack of the 
traditional Japanese penchant for 
dressing everything up in 
long-winded polite and diplomatic 
phraseology. 


The plain speaking was there 
when the interview began. The 
copies problem was first on the list. 
The Japanese and Americans had 
virtually come to an agreement to 
open up anti-copy offices in Europe 
and the US with a big injection of 
back-up cash. When asked who was

Currently being copied, Mr. 
Nakayama said that Capcom was 
Virtually the only company being 
copied right now. He informed 
journalists that there had been a 
recent meeting in Taiwan between 
interested US and Taiwanese 
parties on the subject of intellectual 
copyright and that JAMMA would be 
Shortly receiving a report on the 
Outcome. 


One way to beat copiers might be 
to alter the intrinsic nature of the 
video games industry by introducing 
a far higher element of dedicated 
games. The fact that the Tokyo 
show floor displayed a remarkable 
downturn in the number of PCB 
games in favour of dedicated pieces 
was not lost on the interviewers and 
Mr. Nakayama was duly pressed on 
the point. “It would not be a good 
mové ‘to have nothing but PCB 
games,” he said. “The industry is 
gradually changing the concept of 
the amusement centre to a kind of 
games centre. More variety is 
coming in which is good because the 
_ industry would inevitably shrink if we 
depended solely upon the PCB 
game.” 


Changes 


He noted that the number of 
players in centres had been 
dropping and the introduction of 
bigger, more sophisticated games 
was necessary to reverse the trend. 
He felt that the trend towards bigger 
games would spread internationally 
and when questioned about the role 
of the smaller operator when faced 
with less choice except for major 
pieces, he said: “Il am sure the small

operator will not go away. He will 
buy machines which are suitable for 
his business because that kind of 
business will always be there.” 
Asked what changes he planned 
to bring to JAMMA under his 
chairmanship, Mr. Nakayama said:

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ONE of those great mysteries of 
international coin machine life is the 
FUEI ACT, the governmental 
instrument which effectively rules 
that most virulent of coin machine 
markets, Japan. 

While everyone has heard of the 
Fuei Act, few can actually translate 
it into everyday language and even 
fewer can unravel its complicated 
construction around a variety of 
“entertainments” from coin 
machines to prostitution! 

With the assistance of friends 
within the Japanese coin machine 
industry, notably Mr. Tsuneo Ando 
of Namco, to whom we are 
indebted, EuroS/ot has attempted to 
define the Act and illustrate the way 
in which it works within the industry 
in Japan. 

Fuei Act is an abbreviation. The 
full name translates as: “Law on 
Control and Improvement of 
Amusement Businesses”. The first 
section of the Act outlines its two 
principal aims, to provide public 
policy on amusements of all types 
and to prevent juvenile delinquency. 

Its origins go back to the 1930s 
when each prefecture (police 
district) had its own regulations for 
controlling gambling and 
prostitution. Those rights ended 
with the culmination of the last war 
at which time the government was 
faced with the necessity to come up 
with some new set of regulations. 

In 1946 the Fuei Act was put 
together with control over two 
distinct types of businesses, the 
“amusement industry” and the 
“amusements related industry.” If 
one thinks about it, the differences 
are not just subtle, but positively 
vital. 

Originally placed in the 
“amusement industry” sector was 
the Japanese-style restaurant and 
cafe; the cabaret and dance hall: 
billiard parlours and mah-jong 
parlours. 

In the “amusement related

industry” section came the “public 
bath with private room’, which one 
assumes to mean the “bathhouse”, 
and an unspecified section which 
one might abbreviate to “other 
facilities” which we understand to 
mean that they were related to 
prostitution or otherwise unhealthy 
sexual behaviour. 

The last part remained, but for 
some reason, billiards was 
subsequently removed from the Act 
which might prompt one to question 
which activity represented a greater 
degree of “misspent youth”. 

According to the minutes of the 
proceedings at the time in the 
Japanese Parliament, the National 
Police Agency explained its attitude 
to the two categories quite simply. It 
said that the police authorities were 
quite prepared to licence the former 
but certainly not the latter. 
Someone had their priorities in 
order! 

They did, however, accept with 
great reluctance that the second 
sector of activities did need to be 
controlled “as a necessary evil”, 


even though they did not grant a 
licence for it. 

Between 1954 and 1984 the Fuei 
Act was revised no fewer than 13 
times, effectively extending the 
span of its controls. Pachinko, for 
example, came in a 1954 revision 
and “game centres” in 1984 and 
now the relevant section of the Act 
lists its licensing areas as: 


1. Cabaret. 

2. Japanese-style restaurants. 

3. Night clubs. 

4. Dance halls. 

5. Low-lighting restaurants. 

6. Coffee shops. 

7. Mah-jong and pachinko 
centres. 

8. Game centres. 


The industry in Japan therefore 
refers to mah-jong and pachinko 
centres as the “Paragraph Seven 
Industry” and game centres as the 
“Paragraph Eight Industry”. 

The industry also points out 
succinctly, that a fundamental flaw 
in the Fuei Act lies in the fact that it 
controls totally diverse businesses 
such as prostitution and game 
centres. It argues that this is 
entirely inappropriate and therefore 
impractical. 

Game centres was injected into 
the Act in 1984 because the 
government felt that some areas of 
coin machines needed closer 
control. For example in special 
entertainment areas such as 
Shinjuku Alley in Tokyo (similar to 
Time Square in New York), many 
coffee shops installed “G- 
machines”, simple gambling slot 
machines, or amusement machines 
which were easily used as 
gambling machines. It became 
clear that the Boryokudan (the 
Yakuza or Japanese Mafia) were 
involved in the operation of the 
machines and game centres were 
becoming a hotbed of organised 
crime. At the time, game centres

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were small, narrow and dimly-lit, 
attracting delinquents. 

The National Police Agency 
sought to solve the problem by 
bringing game centres into the Fuei 
Act, but with hindsight, many 
experts believe that it was 
inappropriate to label gambling and 
juvenile delinquency together as 
they are such diverse problems. 
This is now regarded as another 
major flaw in the Fuei Act. 

Another revision of the Act in 
1985 brought in two major changes. 
The National Police Agency altered 
its thinking and accepted at last that 
the “pure amusement” industry — 
that part of it with no trace of 
gambling in its equipment — was not 
only acceptable, but positively 
desirable for the Japanese public. 
The second major change was that 
the NPA extended its acceptance of 
pure amusements to the pitch 
where it permitted children to play 
the games for the first time. 

The “G-machines”, the gambling 
devices were henceforth banned 
from Japan. 

The exception to the coin 
machine rule under the Fuei Act is 
kiddie rides. These are not 
controlled by the Act at all. 

Another exception is the so- 
called “10 per cent rule”. If a 
location dedicates less than 10 per 
cent of its space to amusement- 
only machines, it does not come 
under the control! of the Fuei Act. If 
a coffee bar, for example, has two 
video games, it would not be 
subject to the rules under the Act. 
Another example is a game centre 
in one of the new shopping malls 
opening up all over Japan. As the 
game centre would occupy less 
than 10 per cent of the mall area, it 
would not be subject to any 
restrictions under the Act. This 
brings in another fundamental 
weakness in the Fuei Act — there is 
no legal definition to the way in 
which the 10 per cent is measured 
and it is left to the discretion of the 
local police. 

Understandably, many Japan-ese 
coin machine operators are seeking 
to evade the restrictions imposed 
by the Fuei Act by ensuring that 
their equipment in operation falls 
into the 10 per cent rule area. It is 
interesting to note that at the 
moment the ratio of game centres 
controlled by the Fuei Act to those 
which are not, runs at between 80 
per cent to 20 per cent in numbers 
and 60 per cent to 40 per cent in

terms of revenue. 

The third sector of machines not 
subjected to the Fuei Act are prize- 
goods machines. The Act does not 
permit prize or cash payouts, but in 
reality the NPA permits a low-cost 
prize and the “prize machine” might 
be a crane or similar redemption- 
type machine. It is accepted that 
the prize should not exceed around 
Y500 ($4) at retail value. We 
understand that the police attitude 
towards this kind of game is 
motivated by the fact that children 
often play the machines and the 
Stakes are low, varying between 
Y10 (8c.) and Y100 (80c.) 

Apart from those exceptions, the 
Fuei Act covers everything with 
particular emphasis on controlling 
gambling. An example of over- 


reaction in this ambition lies in the 
fact that any machine which shows 
the result of a play, such as a card 
game with credits, would be 
controlled by the Act. 

The Act also insists on an age 
limit for players, even though 
children are permitted to play 
machines. This apparently 
confusing situation is explained by 
time-limits on the age groups. The 
game centre may not operate after 
midnight and children under 16 are 
not permitted to use the premises 
after 6 pm while those between 16 
and 18 must be off the premises by 
10 pm. The imposition of the 
regulation does vary because it is 
policed locally. It does lead to the 
obvious problems for game centre 
managements in trying to ascertain 
the ages of their clientele. 

How does the Japanese industry 
feel about the Act? Clearly it is not 
entirely happy. In 1984 when the 
Act was being amended to cover 
game centres, Mr. Masaya 
Nakamura, then President of 
JAMMA, argued against the 
imposition of the Act. The 
Organisation is understood to 
remain unhappy about it even today 
although it accepts that it might be 
difficult to take game centres out of 
the Act. The police would be likely 
to take the view that it should retain 
control over amusement games to 
ensure that they remain 
“amusement only”. The view is 
made more determined by the fact 
that game centres generally have 
continued to expand even through 
the recession. Some of the industry 
majors, including Namco and Sega 
are listed on the Japanese Stock 
Market. 


Mr. Nakamura’s opposition to the 
Fuei Act in 1984 and subsequently 
has been motivated by an 
understanding of the basic 
weaknesses in the wording of the 
Act and in the disparate subjects 
which it attempts to cover. Like 
many others within the trade 
association, Mr. Nakamura has 
vigorously opposed the involvement 
of Boryokudan (criminals) in the 
industry in its early days. 

And that brings us to the 
separate sector on pachinko, the 
game which is peculiar to Japan 
and also with influence in Korea 
and Taiwan. The game exists in 
high numbers, as many as 500,000 
in Japan and is operated in parlours 
with up to 300 machines in each. © 
The nearest equivalent to pachinko 
in the west is a redemption game. 
Players spin small metal balis 
around a vertical bagatelle field and 
“win” other small balls. The 
winnings can be exchanged for a 
prize, perhaps up to Y10,000 in 
value ($80) but the business has its 
problems. Close to all of the main 
pachinko parlours is an “illegal 
exchanger”, often a small booth, 
where the player can sell his prize 
back to the parlour with margins at 
both ends for the exchanger. 

EuroSl/ot understands that the 
pachinko parlours dare not risk 
refusing to buy back prizes because 
behind the exchangers are the 
Boryokudan. It is a situation which 
the police have yet to address. 
Most of the pachinko business in 
Japan is run by Ko-Party and to 
elements within North Korea 
rumoured to run to enormous 
amounts. At the same time, the 
pachinko industry is notorious for 
tax evasion and it may be for these 
reasons that no pachinko company 
has so far been permitted to be 
listed on the Stock Exchange. 

It would appear, then, that the 
Fuei Act is a piece of legislation 
which could almost be described as 
gratuitously patronising. It has basic 
weaknesses in that the government 
has tried to bring too many different 
businesses under one piece of law; 
the exceptions permit loopholes for 
the unscrupulous or the merely 
alert. It does attempt to address, 
however inadequately, the problem 
of children in arcades. It recognises 
a therapeutic benefit for children but 
tries to prevent “overdoses” by 
unworkable time-limits. It could be 
worse in terms of laws; it could be 
better, but it does work.

Neo Geo (meaning new world) uses a‘game cartridge 
system in one cabinet and can accept a maximum of six 
cartridges. One of the major advantages of the system is 
its flexibility. Many game centres offer players the 
opportunity to rent one of SNK’s systems specially 
configured for home use. Furthermore, by using an IC 
card system, players can continue their game wherever 
and whenever he likes, albeit at home, at a game centre 
or just about any location in the world. 

A spokesman for SNK commented: “When this 
system becomes established it will not just change the 
future business operations of game centres but will 
extend the game centre into the home, which will have a 
great effect on the numbers of game devotees. This can 
be said to be an epoch-making machine which can only 
help expand the amusement industry market place.” 

As well as selling Neo Geo commercially throughout 
Europe, Generalgame has recently entered into 
relatively unknown territory by marketing the home 
system throughout Italy. Antonio Pisaniello is the man 
responsible for targeting sales of Neo Geo at the 
consumer market and commented: “At the moment only 
one per cent of our Neo Geo business is with the 
consumer market. However, | anticipate that within only 
one year this will rise to around 20 per cent.” 

As a company essentially established in the 
amusement industry, the crossover to the consumer 
market is a risk few companies have been prepared to 
take. 

Mr. Pisaniello added: “We recognise that the two 
markets are completely different and must be handled 
separately. There are presently 24 games for the home 
system and the policy of SNK is to release games purely 
for the commercial market first before extending the 
games’ endurance in releasing it for the consumer 
market. Currently games are adapted for the consumer 
market around one month after being initially released 
into game centres.” 

Generalgame’s ambitions for SNK’s Neo Geo, both in 
the consumer and commercial markets, are anything but 
modest. Generalgame’s Mr. Bernabi stated: “We are 
very confident about the future of Neo Geo. The quality 
of the graphics and games themselves is improving 
continually.” 

With regard to SNK he added: “We have a very good 
relationship with them. It is an excellent company with 
similar company philosophies to ours. Securing the 
rights to Neo Geo was a big achievement for 
Generalgame but one we felt we deserved as we were 
the first company to truly commit ourselves to the 
concept.” 

In addition to devoting a good deal of its time to 
promoting Neo Geo, Generalgame also supplies a large 
range of all types of amusement equipment to 
customers throughout Europe.

There are just three companies within the Felaco 
Group; Videotecnica, based in Montepucciano 
manufactures a wide range of monitors and power 
supplies and Intervideo is the sales company supplying 
monitors and power supplies to European customers. 

The decision was made only recently to move into the 
manufacture and sale of monitors but this was more 
due to the requirement of a 25 inch monitor (at that time 
unavailable) for the group’s own games than a 
concerted effort to form a venture of that nature. 

Since 1988, however, Intervideo’s monitors have 
become well established and renowned in the industry. 
Mr. Bernabi stated: “Sales are going extremely well. In 
one of our best markets, Portugal, we are supplying 
between 500-600 monitors per month through our 
distributor Hiper Mar. In the UK, through distributor 
Lordsvale Leisure, we are supplying around 450 
monitors per month. Spain is also an excellent market 
for us.” 

Other markets taking Intervideo supplies include 
Turkey, Greece, Iceland and Egypt and the company 
has received inquiries from Australia and South Africa. 
The company has recently appointed Compu Game in 
Denmark to handle its products there. Exports of 
monitors currently account for around 60 per cent of 
overall production. 

With sales of its monitors and power supplies growing 
through Intervideo, and sales of Neo Geo escalating 
through Generalgame, the future of the Naples-based 
Felaco Group appears extremely bright. Its success, 
however, has not been due to simply good fortune. Mr. 
Felaco had confidence in the Neo Geo concept at a time 
when others were still sceptical. It is foresight such as 
this which has placed the group in the prominent 
position it holds today.

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SETTING the precedent for the 
amusement business in Holland is 
the Janshen Hahnraths group who, 
for more than 30 years has been a 
major influential factor in the 
development of businesses within 
the framework of the Dutch industry. 

Occupying a substantial share of 
the market in a country with a 
population of 14,300,000, the group 
employs around 235 permanent 
Staff at its new headquarters in 
Kerkrade. 

The move from nearby 
Tunnelweg made at the end of 1991 
came when the company had 
Outgrown its office space. An 
opportunity was given to employees 
to list their own requirements, 
before building commenced, an 
indication of the importance the 
company places on their role. 

Expansion has been relatively 
quick and easy for the group which 
benefited after the ban on bingo 
and pinball machines was lifted and 
equipment was imported from 
Germany and altered specifically for 
the Dutch market. 

With the acquisition of several 
small companies, the distribution 
side of the business progressed 
rapidly to represent big names such 
as Seeburg, Williams and Barcrest.

The liaison with Barcrest was 
particularly crucial when, in 1976, a 
Dutch fruit machine was specifically 
designed followed by a joint venture 
in 1989 with Barcrest which 
signified a major turning point in the 
growth of the company into 
novelties and eastern Europe. 

Today, under the Janshen 
Hahnraths umbrella and based on a 
well-balanced quality controlled 
formula, the group owns a chain of 
amusement centres under the 
banner rair Play which they 
launched into the market alongside 
18 existing competitors in 1983.

Triple Peace 
has world-wide links 


TRIPLE Peace Development 
Company sounds like some kind of 
benevolent institution, but in fact it 
represents one of the most 
up-and-coming of the rash of Hong 
Kong PCB suppliers on the 
international market. 

Trading Executive Barry Lau 
describes the company simply as 
“PCB traders” with a business 
comprising the import and export of 
printed circuit boards from and to all 
parts of the world. 

“This is our specialist area,” he 
said, “but we have plans to expand 
beyond this into other areas, such as 
the supply of spare parts.” 

Triple Peace is a comparatively 
new company but the family has 
connections with the coin-operated 
amusement machine industry going 
back over 10 years. The company 
supplies arcades in Hong Kong and 
now has several of its own, all on 
Kowloon-side. Unlike other arcade 
chains in Hong Kong, Triple Peace 
does not build its own cabinets, but 
buys them in from other local 
suppliers. It does, however, indicate 
this is an area of development which 
it may consider in the near future. 

To supply them, the company 
buys from original manufacturers in 
Japan, but also imports from trading

companies in both Japan and 
Taiwan, but only originals. All of its 
business in PCBs overseas is in 
used games although it occasionally 
distributes new PCBs and dedicated 
games in Hong Kong as a 
sub-distributor. “When new games 
are released in Japan they will come 
into Hong Kong through an official 


distributor. We have our own 
customers and we can sell to them 
on behalf of that main importer 
which obviously helps to spread the 
game. But the principal business is 
in second-hand boards, often to 
smaller companies.” 

Like other suppliers in Hong Kong, 
Mr. Lau was acutely aware of the 
advantage that the colony has for 
second-hand boards compared with 
virtually all other markets. It is close 
to Japan, geographically, so 
communications are fast. It receives 
boards quickly and it receives them 
in English, whereas Japanese 
Operators receive them with 
Japanese instructions. The speed 
with which games peak in the 
fast-moving Hong Kong arcades 
means that within a few weeks of 
their launch in Japan, used boards 
can be on their way to Europe. 

In the case of Triple Peace, 20 
countries provide its export markets, 
including some in the new areas of 
South America which are just 
Opening up. 

Taking advantage of these new 
markets is the way in which Triple 
Peace intends to build its business 
base vertically. The lateral 
integration will come from expansion 
into associated products.

THE LAWS OF 


LEGAL GAMBLING 


THE International Association of 
Gaming Attorneys widened its 
horizons in Amsterdam in 
September when it invited members 
of GREF (Gaming Regulators 
European Forum) to participate in its 
fifth International Gaming Law 
Seminar. The meeting brought 
together a prodigious line-up of 
gaming attorneys worldwide, US 
senators, casino operators, slot 
machine manufacturers and 
regulators from most European 
countries. 

Michael Brown, IAGA President 
and Hans Hoefnagels, Chairman of 
the Board for Casino Games in the 
Netherlands opened the 
proceedings, while key areas of 
discussion included casino 
regulation from a global viewpoint, 
possibilities for international 
expansion, Indian gaming in the US, 
management views on new 
developments in gaming, possible 
control changes for the future and 
predictions for European 
developments in gaming regulation. 
And to keep the 150-plus delegates’ 
interest alive in between seminars 
held at the SAS Royal Hotel, there 
was a full round of social activities 
which included cocktail parties, 
lunches, a visit by boat to the 
Scheepvaart Museum, a lavish 
dinner hosted by Holland Casinos 
and a day trip to round off the 
proceedings to Floriade ’92 and a

tour of the Hague. 

A future issue of EuroSlot will 
Outline the salient points of the 
seminars with this resumé restricted 
to an update on gambling and the 
relevant law presented by Professor 
I. Nelson Rose who spoke at length 
on the subject at Amsterdam. 

Professor Rose is a graduate of 
Harvard Law School and a 
recognised expert on gambling law 
in the US and stated that the fastest 
growing area of the entertainment 
industry is legal gambling. For 
example in 1990 Americans spent 
$5 billion at the nation’s 25,000 
theatre box offices and about $8 
billion on recorded music. By 
comparison in the fiscal year 1991 
the 33 operating state lotteries sold 
$20.6 billion in tickets. Add in 
pari-mutuel betting, dogs and 
jai-alai; casinos and slot machines; 
sports bookmaking; card rooms; 
charity and Indian bingo, and the 
total amount bet legally is 
conservatively estimated at $286 
billion. In 1991 a tidal change took 
place whereby public policy in the 
US underwent a subtle, but 
enormously important 
transformation. Governments were 
no longer merely allowing some 
forms of gambling to exist but 
actively promote them. | 

The difference is important, 
particularly as it affects established 
forms of gambling. Given enormous 


resources, billions of dollars and 
millions of people, state operators 
can wipe out marginal casinos and 
race tracks. For example, the state 
itself is entering the casino business. 
Oregon State Lottery has on-line 
keno, drawn every 20 minutes, video 
poker machines in thousands of 
bars and sports bets on NFL games; 
quasi-casinos—“quasi” because a 
trial court ruled the games do not 
violate the state constitution’s 
prohibition on casinos. Some states 
are going a step further by wanting 
to own their own casinos with 
blackjack, craps and slots. 

Even without casinos, state 
lotteries are formidable foes. While 
casinos in Atlantic City had a 
combined net loss of over $250 
million in 1990, state lotteries 
showed net profits of about $8 
billion. 

The best performing stock on the 
New York Stock Exchange last year 
was WMS Industries, up by 607 per 
cent in the year, followed closely by 
IGT. Besides the magic words 
“video lottery terminals” other 
winners were those getting in on the 
ground floor in Indian and riverboat 
gambling. Spectacular returns will 
continue, until a particular local 
market becomes over-saturated, as 
is already happening in lowa. 

The federal government in. all 
three branches: executive, 
legislative and judicial, has formally 


WITH the welcome news that London Clubs has retained 
its licences comes a long awaited precedent from the 
Gaming Board for Great Britain. It is always gratifying to 
find that a government body is willing to take another look 
at a given situation, even more so when that body is 
autonomous with the addition of wide ranging powers. 


While it may be easy to criticise almost anything that 
any government body is involved with, it is just as easy to 
forget that even the well-trodden path of the most 
dogmatic bureaucratic department is also capable of 
realising that it can provide just as much assistance as it 
can place obstacles in the path of those people or 
functions that it controls. 


The recent changes in the regulations regarding the 
Operation of slot machines in France is another case in 
point. Although opposed in principle and by policy for 
some considerable time in the expansion of slot machine 


operations in France, the Ministry of Tourism finally 
relented in favour of commonsense. It is amazing that an 
industry capable of providing substantial tax revenues to 
government coffers is treated the way that it is. 


In some jurisdictions the taxes on profits are extremely 
high, too high in fact. Some would say, quite rightly, that 
the 90 per cent tax on casino profits in Germany is over 
the top and yet everyone seems to benefit from what 
appears to be a prohibitive tax bracket. 


People like to gamble, they like slot machines, lotteries, 
horseracing and card games. A regular poker game is 
commonplace between friends or groups of people who 
can sometimes get involved for a lot of money. And yet too 
many government bodies want to interfere with us. They 
shouldn't. 


There are always exceptions to any rule and there is 
always a case for some necessary regulation, of that there

adopted a public policy of promoting 
gambling at least on Indian land. 
The Indian Gaming Regulatory Act 
divides all gambling into three 
classes: Class | is social and 
traditional games; Class II is bingo 
including pull-tabs and non-banking 
card games such as poker, while 
Class ill includes all other forms of 
gambling viewed as more 
dangerous, primarily slots, casino 
banking and percentage games, 
off-track betting and lotteries. 

A federally recognised tribe may 
operate a Class | game without 
restrictions; a Class Il game with 
oversight by a new federal National 
Indian Gaming Commission and a 
Class Ill game only if it reaches 
agreement with the state in which it 
resides. Class Il and Class Ill are 
only allowed in states which have 
not completely prohibited the games 
under state law. 

Much of the casino industry in 
Nevada still hopes that Indian 
gaming will somehow just go away 
and there will undoubtedly be 
amendments, particularly to clarify

the question of whether or not a tribe 
can have a full-scale casino just 
because a state allows charities to 
run occasional “Las Vegas” nights. 

The most important development 
in Indian gaming law has yet to be 
completed. The National Indian 
Gaming Commission has issued 
regulations designed to settle the 
question of what machines are 
allowed without a “compact”. 

By the end of 1992 the 
Commission will issue regulations 
on background checks of 
management companies. All other 
skirmishes, such as state raids on 
allegedly illegal machines and 
allegations of infiltration by 
Organised crime, will become 
history. The situation is similar to 
Las Vegas in the 1950s when 
nationwide bad press was followed 
by the creation of a regulatory 
system which eventually eliminated 
most of that casino industry’s actual, 
if not perceived, problems. 

On the subject of winners and 
losers in gambling generally, Mr. 
Rose said that his research had 
shown that every form of gambling 
can be beaten, sometimes through 
skill, as with card counters at 
blackjack and sometimes through

more devious means. 

An interesting new issue for state 
lotteries, race tracks and casinos is 
whether or not the gambling 
operator can bar potential 
customers from buying up all of the 
chances for a particular game, 
therefore guaranteeing a win. State 
lotteries have the additional 
unresolved question of to what 
extent non-residents can purchase 
tickets through lottery brokers. 

The biggest issue for state 
lotteries is the question of 
assignability of winnings with most 
big prizes paid out over a period; a 
$1 million winner actually receives a 
cheque for $50,000 (or less if taxes 
are withheld) and a promise of 
$50,000 each year for a further 19 
years. It is not only 85-year-olds who 
are unhappy with this arrangement! 
Most lottery statutes have 
prohibitions on a winner selling, 
alienating or using his winnings as 
collateral for a loan with the statutes 
being originally written to protect 
winners from themselves, to ease 
the administrative burden on the 
lottery and to lessen the impact of 
the then-progressive federal income 
tax. Law suits continue over this 
issue. 


DEADWOOD, South Dakota, is enjoying the second Gold Rush in its 
history as visitor numbers have leapt from 250,000 per year to 2.5m in the 
three years since gambling was legalised. The number of hotel beds has 
doubled and four new hotels are being built. 

Poker, blackjack and slot machines have so far raised $12m in 
taxes—money which is being spent on the restoration of Deadwood’s 
historic Main Street where Wild Bill Hickock and Calamity Jane and 
countless prospectors gambled and drank their money away during the 
1880s. 

The leading light behind Deadwood’s change in fortunes is Bill Walsh, 
manager of the Franklin Hotel and the man who led the campaign to bring 
back gambling and hopes to restore the Franklin to its original 1903 
splendour. 


is no question. The ownership of any company should 
always be viewed with a critical eye as should critical 
management positions. Apart from that, business should 
be allowed to find its own level and sink or swim in the 
process, not be hampered by cumbersome and 
impractical restrictions devised by someone or some 
group who don’t know the difference between profit and 
loss. 


One of the more obvious exceptions to the rule is that 
which affects the economy of a country whose currency is 
useless beyond its own borders but that generates hard 
currency within them. 


Poland recently introduced legislation restricting foreign 
investment and profit taking by non-Polish companies. 
While those foreign companies affected, like CAI and 
Cherry are probably within their rights to cry the blues, CAI 
should perhaps remember that it too is a government

monopoly and it would be interesting to see their reaction 
if someone insisted on opening casinos in competition to 
their own in Austria. The stand that the Polish government 
has taken may be protectionist but what they are trying to 
do is keep the hard currency from leaving an economic 
climate that demands the maximum hard currency 
revenues possible. At the same time they are not being 
overly restrictive on the day-to-day operations of the 
fledgling gaming industry in their country. International 
companies have the ability to move around the world and 
invest wherever they see fit. When you are a Pole, Turk, 
Russian or Nigerian for example, you do not have the 
luxury. In that kind’ of scenario you actually NEED 
government intervention and assistance. 

Once again it all comes down to commonsense and let 
us hope that simple addage can be included into every 
form of government directive, policy and legislation that 
affects the gaming industry.

comes home to roost 


FIFTY-TWO-year-old Roger Castillo 


who is Maltese-born, has returned. 


to his roots to take up the running of 
the Dragonara Palace Casino after 
having set up a successful sideline 
in miniature houses for collectors, in 
Malta. 

Starting in the casino industry in 
1963 at Crockford’s as a French 
roulette dealer, he left after three 
years to go to Malta as chef de 
table at the casino when it was 
operated by Ladbrokes, rising to 
general manager. He then departed 
for London in 1978 to become 
assistant games manager with the 
Curzon House Group ending up as 
assistant general manager in 1981. 

“| was only briefly with them as 
Coral then lost its licence.” Roger 
by now was already an established 
globetrotter and went off to Spain 
for a year. He then returned to 
Crockford’s for 12 months before 
jetting off to Egypt staying for three 
years from 1984 to 1986. He briefly 
left the business completely to set 
up a consultancy before joining 
Leisure Investments in 1987 and 
stayed with them until 1989 before 
setting up Heritage Homes in Malta 
making replicas of traditional 
Maltese houses. 

By 1992 the casino, operated 100 
per cent by the Maltese 
Government, approached Mr. 
Castillo to become its executive 
director. “The casino has had asad 
history,” he said, “especially when it 
was owned for eight months by 
some businessmen of dubious 
background during the 80’s when 
the casino was thought to have 
been used for laundering money. 
They left a lot of debts going into 
bankruptcy.” There were no 
properly trained management at the 
casino and it was going into a rapid 
decline as a business. Between 
1978 and 1990 there was no 
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Roger Castillo from the Dragonara 
Palace Casino. 


person at director level who had 
any formal training in the gaming 
industry and as Malta was for some 
years a socialist country, the board 
of directors consisted of a group of 
six workers — a barman, a steward, 
the electrician, a handyman and so 
on. 
“It was a shambles,” says Mr. 
Castillo. “The people in charge 
didn’t have any experience.” The 
Staff at the moment are all over 40 
years of age dealing in American 
roulette and blackjack and the 


casino needs an urgent injection of 


young blood. 

The casino is situated in the 
magnificent Dragonara Palace at 
St. Julian’s. Originally a small 
fishing village and a place where 
town dwellers had their summer 
residences, St. Julian’s has 
harmoniously integrated modern 
hotel facilities, elegant restaurants 
and tourist amenities in an inviting 


setting of old buildings, colourful 
fishing boats and a charming bay. 

The Palace was formerly the 
summer residence of Marquis 
Scicluna, one of Malta’s richest and 
most colourful characters; the 
construction of the “Villa Marchese 
Scicluna” started in 1870. 

An imposing semi-circular 
staircase leads to the main 
entrance guarded by two giant 
Egyptian statues. An_ lonic 
collonade surrounds the building’s. 
four sides and viewed from across 
the sea the Palace today presents a 
wonderful, classical image, 
especially when illuminated at night. 

In the early 60’s, the Kursaal 
Company acquired the lease of the 
Palace and its grounds from the 
Marquis and after extensive 
structural alterations the casino was 
opened in July, 1964. Since August

by Casma Ltd., a company wholly- 
owned by the Maltese Government. 
Casma has developed the casino 
into the top place for fun and 
entertainment on the_ island.

Now that’s 
interesting! Meanwhile, the Imperial Casino in the Ak- 
Gin Hotel in Istanbul is reportedly doing very well since 
opening at the beginning of the year. Fifty per cent owner 
is Israeli Reuven Gavarelli who was responsible for 
virtually all of the Israeli junket action in Turkey ... IGT- 
Europe is to run a technical training seminar at its offices 
in Holland, on October 28-30, consisting of a 
comprehensive three-day mechanics course on slots ... 
Doing well since its move to a new location in 
Amsterdam’s PLAZA complex is Holland Casino’s 
“Lido”, which relocated from the Hilton hotel last June. 
The 65,000 square foot operation on two floors, which 
includes bars and restaurants, as well as live 
entertainment, rivals some of the biggest casinos 
anywhere in the world. Holland Casinos continue to 
purchase the most up-to-date equipment in the industry 
and are every casino suppliers dream with payment 
always guaranteed by the government monopoly. 
Closing the Hilton facility was considered by most 
industry analysts as a poor move as there are still many 
“illegals” in Amsterdam who benefit by there still being 
only one legal casino in the city.

although Amsterdam is not a big city, it could certainly 
stand having a few more legal gaming halls. Still, that's 
what you get with a bureaucratic system ... Of 
bureaucrats, Vladimir Malishkov, deputy and advisor to 
the Mayor of Moscow in matters relating to the food 
industry was recently in London to attend the 
Farnborough Air Show.
